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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant contents to distinguish the application's 
claims from the prior art of record, Wei. Applicant contends that Wei uses a metal paste instead of a dispersion of powder in a solvent, 
rather than precipitation of the powder, Wei fires his paste, and Wei does not bury his trench with the powder. In response, examiner 
respectfully point out that the independent claim is a 'comprising claim' which may contain any other limitations in the prior art of record so 
long as they do not interfere with the enumerated claims. As such, Wei contains a dispersion, of for example, in col. 3, lines 1-2, "gold, 
copper, silver, or other highly conductivity powders", and in col. 3, lines 25-26, "the vehicle typically contains two components, a volatile 
solvent and a nonvolatile orgainic resin." As for precipitation, does the claim specify how this is performed? Examiner discerns no 
mechinism in the six line claim. Prepitation is defined in Merriam-Webster online, "3 a : to cause to separate from solution or suspension" 
which has been fulfilled as the drying and firing causes the above mentioned solvent to evaporate. Finally, the formation of the via 28 with 
overlying structue 24 could be considered burying a trench, and 22 could be considered to be applied "in a region including the trench" 
For the above reasons, the rejection is deemed proper. 
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
